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Extra 


New  Auto  Rules 
Carry  Heavy  Fine 

All  students  must  fill  out  an 
automobile  registration  card  at 
registration  indicating  whether 
or  not  they  will  have  a  car  on 
campus  this  year,  according  to 
Dean  of  Students  C.  E.  Koer¬ 
ble. 

Students  who  have  indicated 
that  they  will  not  have  a  car 
and  who  are  found  driving  or 
having  such  a  car  on  campus 
will  be  liable  for  a  $25  fine  and 
subject  to  possible  dismissal 
from  school  for  falsifying  rec¬ 
ords. 

Parking  permits  for  all  cars 
operated  by  college  admini¬ 
strators,  faculty,  or  students  on 
the  campus  or  in  Maryville 
must  be  obtained.  A  $5  fine  will 
be  levied  against  the  operators 
of  unregistered  cars. 

Permits  for  parking  a  car 
on  campus  cost  $2  and  are  is¬ 
sued  for  a  designated  lot.  Un¬ 
specified  permits  for  cars  op¬ 
erated  in  Maryville  but  not 
parked  on  campus  are  free  but 
must  also  be  displayed  in  the 
driver’s  side  of  J.he  rear  win¬ 
dow.  The  $1  fine  for  parking  vi¬ 
olations  must  be  paid  at  the 
Business  Office  within  24  hours 
,  after  it  is  issued  ,  unless  the  vi¬ 
olator  files  an  appeal  with  the 
Dean  of  Students.  Appeals  will 
be  heard  by  the  Traffic  Court 
each  week. 

-  Any  changes  in  license  or  aut¬ 
omobile  must  be  reported  to  the 
Business  Office,  immediately. 
Motorcycles,  motorbikes,  motor 
scooter,  and  any  other  motor 
propelled  conveyances  must  be 
registered  and  abide  by  the 
regulations. 

“As  campus  citizens,  the  dri¬ 
vers  of  vehicles  have  a  real  ob¬ 
ligation,”  said  Dean  Koerble. 
“They  must  consider  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  pedestrians  crossing  the 
streets  and  small  children 
playing  in  residential  areas  as 
well  as  their  own.”

Cafeteria  Lines 
To  Be  Assigned 

Students  eating  in  the  Union 
cafeteria  will  soon  be  assigned 
to  specfic  food  lines  according 
to  Luther  Belcher,  business! 
manager. 

The  new  policy  will  go  into 
effect  as  soon  as  the  identifi¬ 
cation  cards  are  prepared-  - 
within  a  week.  Each  student 
will  be  assigned  to  one  line  for 
the  noon  and  evening  meals  and 
to  another  for  weekend  and 
breakfast  meals  when  some 
lines  are  closed.  • 

The  change  was  necessita¬ 
ted  by  the  increased  enroll¬ 
ment  and  the  increase  in  on- 
campus  housing, “the  latter  up 
from  1,200  to  1,900  since  last 
year.  According  to  Mr.  Belcher, 
the  new  system  will  be  much 
more  efficient  from  the  ser¬ 
ving  point  of  view  and  will  pro¬ 
vide  the  students  with  better 
and  hotter  meals. 

In  addition,  the  kitchen  has 
been  reorganized.  New  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  added  to  keep 
salads  crisper  and  fresher  and 
to  facilitate  faster  serving  of 
students.

Student  Groups 
Given  Power 
To  Discipline 

Policies  concerning  student- 
administrative  discipline  have 
been  announced  by  Dean  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  C.  E.  Koerble.  No  major 
changes  have  been  made,  but 
emphasis  was  put  on  the  vari¬ 
ous  student  discipline  commit¬ 
tees. 

Dean  Koerble  noted  that  the 
administration  approves  of 
such  student  goverened  com¬ 
mittees,  centered  around  the 
idea  that  “students  should 
have  a  constructive  voice  in 
controlling  their  own  conduct 
and  behavior  while  citizens  of 
this  campus.” 

Both  Women’s  and  Men’s 
Residence  Halls  are  primarily 
goverened  by  such  committees. 
Both  groups  have  councils 
which  deal  with  special  pro¬ 
blems  which  may  arise,  rela¬ 
tive  to  regulations  pertaining  to 
on  campus  and  approved  hous¬ 
ing  students. 

One  of  the  more  important 
committees  on  campus  is  the

Student  Faculty  Discipline 
Committee,  composed  of  four 
students  and  selected  by  the 
Student  Body  President,  Dean 
of  Men,  Dean  of  Women,  and 
the  Dean  of  Students. 

Dean  Xoerble  commented, 
“This  committee  sets  on  all 
cases  brought  to  its  attention 
that  are  not  dealt  with  in  a  res¬ 
idence  hall  council  ...  or  such 
groups.”  This  committee  deals 
with  more  severe  discipline 
cases,  with  offenders  being 
summoned  to  appear  before  the 
group.  This  committee  has  the 
power  to  impose  any  degree  of 
penalty  which  it  deems  neces¬ 
sary. 

The  campus  traffic  court 
meets  weekly  to  hear  student 
appeals  concerning  parking  vi¬ 


olation  tickets.  Another  group, 
the  Student  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee  meets  upon  special 
notice  concerning  matters  of 
student  affairs  coming  under  a 
general  nature,  “relative  to  stu¬ 
dent  deportment.”
